Certainly, also, the ‘‘sght' 
kind of skillful, shrewd, unscrupu- 
lous attorneys, plus their pol ticat 
affiliations, had something to lo 
with those 95 verdicts of freedom. 
Somebody had to pay for those 96 
trials. Dependents lost their ‘sup- 
porters in the homicides of which 
he was so speedily whitewashed. 
The cost, just like any other cost, 
came out of the taxpayer's pocket. 

Here is another case which will 
show to what lengths a lawyer crim- 
inal will sometimes go. Several 
years ago a gangster named Dami- 
ani was arrested, charged with mur- 
der. Damiani insisted that he was 
a poor man. Nevertheless a lawyer 
named Siegal came from another 
city to represent him at once, and 
had plenty of money’ to spend on 
the case., Damiani soon announced 
that he had an alibi defense; he 
had been in jail at the time of the 
murder. The place of incarceration 
he refused to reveal, saying it would 
come out at the trial.

TO BE BOUGHT 


Worth while things cost money. 
This means that retailers must part 
with money in oraer to get custom- 
ers. Customers require to be 
bought just as one’s merchandise 
has to be bought. - 

Customers are not likely to be 
obtained apart from seeking them. 
They must be pursued and they 
must be asked to do business with 
the retailer who wants their cus- 
tom, says an exchange. 

You would think that all this is 
as plain as is the nose on one’s 
face. But stop! Answer this ques- 
tion: What have you, a retailer, 
done in the past month—to go no 
farther back— to seek and get new 
customers? How many non-custom- 
ers of your store have received invi- 
tations from you to do_ business 
with you? How many persons have 
received communications from you, 
requesting their custom? How 
many ‘persons have you informed, in 
their homes, about your ‘business, 
your. merchandise, your policies? 
How much money have you spent 
this past month on the purchase of 
customers ? 

Just waiting for customers is the 
acme of folly. Just relying on the 
conviction that the public ought to 
do business with you is folly. Just 
soothing yourself with the reflec- 
tions that you are honest, that you 
gave the public a square deal, that 
your store has a good location, that 


you price merchandise fairly these 
are passive things 
It is action which counts in get-| 


ting the things which we want. An 
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Britain and the United 
States. From Great Britain comes 
encouraging reports of business re- 
covery, which will likely be reflected 
in the volume and prices of imports, 
especially of farfn products, Canada 
stands in a good position to éhare in 
any trade revival. The United Stat- 
es also has been showing consider- 
able improvement in the general 
situation over that of 1934. Increas- 
ed imports of animal products and 
vegetable food products during 1985 
was of substantial importance to 
Canadian farmers and it would seem 
likely that this trade may be main- 
tained, if not improved, during 1936. 


One of the disturbing factors to 
international trade during the de- 
pression has been the uncertainty 


regarding currency exchange. Dur- 
ing 1935 there was a marked degree 
of stability between the currencies 
of the United States, Great Britain 
and Canada, which, while not solv- 
ing the problem, has led to a res- 
|toration of confidence. There are 
various factors in several countries 
that tend to prevent for the time 
being at least a greater interna- 
tional trade in agriculture, as well 


as other products.
